The biggest dictionary in the 
place said it was the site of the last great 
battle between good and evil. and then 
went off into something about the sorrows 
of Israel. 

While | was working through the crowd 
after the Withers Stakes one man_ said 
to another. “What is this Armageddon, 
anyway?” 

Christian Scientist. stuff.” said 
his companion. who was trying to handicap 
the seventh race.

So for my money Armageddon is a bay 
colt by Alsab—Fighting Lady. by *Sir 
Gallahad IIL. The Britannica and_ the 
Bible and the Dictionary may have. it 
out: I'm taking The Jockey Club for my 
authority. Besides. he won the Withers 
in beautiful style. which is proof enough 
for me. 

His history and pedigree appear else- 
where; about all I can add is that the 
eye. which was going to clear up in 
Florida. is completely blind. He 
may get a little light through it, but no 
actual vision. You may remember that he 
got hit in this eye—it’s the left one—with 
aclod or stone during the running of last 
fall's Champagne Stakes. which was the 
only previous stakes he had won. After 
he had run some fairly bad races, possibly 
because this impairment of vision bothered 
him. Moody Jolley outfitted him with a 
blinker which covered this eye completely. 
I had the notion earlier in the spring 
that the horse wasn’t running with any

confidence because he couldn’t see the 
rail, but the Withers would suggest he has 
got used to it. He ran several lengths 
more than anything else in the field. 
though One Count lost some ground. too. 

A mile in 1:37 isn’t remarkable at 
Belmont. but it’s enough to suggest that 
Armageddon is a threat to any 3-year-old 
field. now that Hill Gail is out of business. 


RESOLUTION. Charlie McAdam was 
the solid favorite for the race. and off 
his record he should have been. Off his 
record now. he shouldn’t be, because aside 
from one brief move he did nothing. Well, 
that’s not quite true. He did dump Sam 
Boulmetis on the way to the start, but 
that ean hardly be counted as virtue. 

The man he is named for—he’s head of 
the McNaught newspaper syndicate—took 
a profit on the race. even though he lost 
money. “This has cured me from any de- 
sire to own horses.” he said afterward. 
“I’m going to keep on selling columns and 
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comic strips, and leave the ownership of 
race horses to somebody else.” The only 
trouble with virtue, however, is you can 
never tell how deep it goes. If the horse 
wins a few races this particular manifesta- 
tion may disappear. 


CONTRIBUTION. At the annual meet- 
ing of the Virginia Horsemen’s Associa- 
tion last week. Lou Doherty explained the 
work which is projected by the Equine 
Virus Abortion Research group, and asked 
for contributions from breeders at the 
rate of $10 for each broodmare the con- 
tributors owned. This department owns 
1/256 of Saucy. which is currently sup- 
posed to be in foal to Faultless. and 
therefore rates itself as a breeder. A quick 
calculation. made on paper because this 
was after lunch. indicated that my part 
was four cents. and I paid it. Now I’ve 
done my share; it’s up to you to do yours. 

Quite seriously. this is a very bad busi- 
ness. and it is going to cost a consider- 
able amount of money to combat it. But 
a breeder who saves only one foal is ahead 
on his contribution. So, as Tyson Gilpin 
pointed out. is any stallion owner who 
stands his horse on a live foal basis. 


FIGURES. When Jamaica closed, this 
department was en route to Louisville, 
and figures on the meeting are thus offered 
a bit late.

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This article is written with the inten- 
tion of creating a new interest in the 
study of the nervous system of the race 
horse. This is a topic that has always 
fascinated me and I feel has been sadly 
neglected in the study of the horse. I will 
attempt to point up the fact that the 
proverb “a sound mind in a sound body” 
is just as applicable to horses as to 
humans. 


Horsemen know that it is easier to train 
a horse with a lame leg. than it is to con- 
dition one with a lame brain. It is a 
comparatively simple matter to get at the 
leg and treat it, while the poor brain 
has to suffer in our failure to recognize 
it as a medical problem. 

It is not currently realized that animals 
suffer from their own varieties of mental 
ailments and in many cases follow the 
general pattern of human derangements. 
Perhaps it might be a good idea to cite 
one classic experiment on behavior pat- 
terns in animals. Let us consider the sci- 
entific experiment on sheep, by Dr. H. S. 
Liddell. This work should be significant 
to all conditioners of high-strung horses. 
Dr. Liddell raised a small flock of sheep 
under normal conditions. with the only 
distracting influence being a metronome. 
This metronome was maintained at a con- 
stant rate of fifty strokes to the minute. 
At feeding time the speed was stepped 
up to 120 strokes per minute, so that the 
sheep soon learned to associate the faster 
rate with feeding time. So far. this is a 
typical example of a conditioned response. 
Dr. Liddell went a step further. The 
normal rate of the metronome was step- 
ped up to 80 and 100 beats per minute. 
Now the poor sheep could not distinguish 
between these strange rates and the 120 
beat that signified feeding time. There- 
fore, they could never quite tell when it 
was time to eat. They rapidly fell into a 
pitiful state of nerves. Their body func- 
tion became upset and their hearts became 
erratic. It was not long before they lost 
the ability to distinguish between the 
normal 50 beats and the 120 beats. Now, 
real nervous irascibility set in. They fought 
and fussed among themselves and went 
off their feed. They lost the ability to 
relax and even suffered from insomnia. 
When Dr. Liddell turned them out to 
grass with other normal sheep, they grad- 
ually recovered. When they were brought

back to the laboratory a year later, the 
mere starting of the metronome brought 
back their old neurotic pattern. Some 
sheep even broke down at the mere sight 
of the laboratory with its old associations. 


EQUINE NEUROSIS. It does not re- 
quire much imagination to make analogies 
to young horses in training from these 
conditioned neuroses in sheep. The change 
from the quiet, carefree life of the breed- 
ing farm, to the methodical regularity of 
the training stable can be recognized. 
Many horsemen will be able to recall the 
same general nervous reactions of some 
temperamental horses as the same that 
happened to the poor sheep. the only 
difference being that the conditioned nerv- 
ous state of the horses is not recognized 
as such and they are usually considered 
rogues and devils. 

I recall one great 2-year-old that devel- 
oped a race track phobia of truly maniacal 
proportions. to such an extent that by the 
time he was a 3-year-old he could not be 
led on to a track. He was sent back to the 
farm and schooled to jump. with the idea 
of making him a hunt meet horse. The 
horse made a complete readjustment to 
life on the farm and became a_ great 
ladies’ hunter. He carried a lady on a side 
saddle in the hunt field for years. But 
even at the age of ten years. the sight 
of a boy in racing silks set him wild. 

You can see that this follows exactly 
the conditioned neurosis of Dr. Liddell’s 
sheep. in every detail. I have pondered 
about that horse and many similar ones 
for years and sadly regret that there was 
no medical treatment available for him. 
I am convinced that there must be a med- 
ical answer for these neurotic horses. 

On page 610 of the March 15 Brioop- 
Horse there is an interesting item about 
the psychiatric treatment of an English 
*chaser. The report is written in a light. 
humorous vein. but it is not funny to any- 
one owning a horse with such a mental 
quirk. He may be the first Thoroughbred 
treated by a psycho-therapist but he cer- 
tainly is not the first one treated by psy- 
chiatric methods. I have found that 
many deranged horses can be restored to 
a state of reasonable utility by modern 
methods.

tioned neurosis in a high-strung horse. | 
want to ciie a significant case. One after. 
noon. | sat outside a high-class horse's 
stall with a group of horsemen. The horse 
had come out of a work that morning with 
a bit of filling in one of his tendons. From 
1 o'clock to 3 o'clock. someone went into 
the poor horse’s box 22 times. That is, 
about every six minutes someone entered 
the stall. [ became enthralled with the 
whole performance and it set me to think. 
ing about what a horse could possibly need 
every six minutes. He was getting every- 
thing in the world done for him except 
the one thing needed most of all. That 
was peace and relaxation. I assure you that 
had I been the horse. it wouldn’t have 
taken me very long to reach the boiling 
point and kick the whole kit and kaboodle 
through the wall. 

By diligent study of the conditioned re- 
flexes of race horses. one can arrive at 
a rational explanation of the phenomenon 
of “horses for courses.” In one environ- 
ment with its particular association pat- 
tern, a horse may be very maladjusted and 
therefore the mere removal to a different 
track with a different pattern can lead to 
a phenomenal reversal of form. It is gen- 
erally thought among horsemen that this 
is due to the condition of the racing strip. 
It is not as simple as that by any manner 
of means. 


TRAINERS AND GROOMS. This sort 
of reasoning throws a gleam of under- 
standing on the fact of the reversal of 
form shown by horses under different 
trainers. No matter how painstaking one 
may be with a horse, it is perfectly pos- 
sible there can be something about the 
regimen of the stable to which some horses 
will not adjust. 

Moving this same horse into another 
trainer’s barn sometimes removes the little 
irritation that kept him from his racing 
peak. It is extremely difficult to recognize 
just what these irritants are but the horse 
surely knows. 

I have seen this happen by merely 
changing grooms. I recall one case of @ 
cood horse that was doing everything 
wrong. The trainer was frantic with this 
one because he knew that he was not pet- 
forming anywhere near his top capability. 
The horse was being done by what the 
trainer supposed was his best groom. This 
fellow was a high-class man in every Way. 
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according to our standards. but the fool 
horse did not think so and would kick 
him out of the stall at every opportunity. 

In due course this good groom was called 
home by illness in his family. In despera- 
tion the trainer was forced to turn the 
horse over to a notorious likkerhead who 
happened to be handy. To the consterna- 
tion of the form players. the horse proceed- 
ed to cop two races within two weeks. By 
this time the good greom was returned and 
was re-established as the horse’s caretaker. 
Immediately the horse reverted to his sulk- 
ing habits. When I pointed out this coin- 
cidence. the trainer could not recognize 
the fact that the horse just would not 
tolerate the man. For that particular horse 
he certainly was an irritating factor. while 
the other horses accepted him. 

Patience and skill can often ferret out 
the underlying forces that lead to the 
mental maladjustment of some erratic 
horses. I sincerely hope that more and 
more horsemen will come to realize that 
most of the rogues and devils of the race 
track are really medical cases. 

With the drugs and methods available 
to us today, it seems a shame that more 
horses are not getting the aid they de- 
serve. Perhaps when more funds are avail- 
able for research, we will be able to rec- 
ognize more conditioned neurotic patterns 
and thus treat them more intelligently. 
Incidentally, I would like to stress the 
point that not nearly as many neurotic 
tendencies are inherited as is currently 
believed by horsemen. When we really get 
around to studying the mental picture. we 
will find that the vast majority of mental 
misfits are man-made and not hereditary. 
This is of great economic import partic- 
ularly to the breeding interests. 


BREEDING. It is so apt to happen that 
certain strains and families will get an 
unjust reputation as being hot horses to 
train and thus be discriminated against 
at the sales. This is a phase of the subject 
that urgently needs looking into, as some 
great blood lines are in dire straits on 
this score. Somebody had better hurry 
up with a few scientific facts or some of 
our best strains will disappear from our 
future pedigrees. It is too bad that this 
condition exists but it does. 

There are so many occult factors in- 
volved in neurotic patterns that it is not 
possible arbitrarily to attribute them to 
heredity. Diet for one is extremely import- 
ant in keeping the horse’s nerves from 
jangling. The role of the B-complex vita- 
mins in maintaining healthy nerves is com- 
mon knowledge. The iodine content of 
the food is another. The functioning of 
the endocrine glands is surely involved. 
The mental stability of the handler of 
the ho-se is surely as important as the 
horse’s heredity. Therefore. I cannot hold 
the attitude that a horse should be con- 
demned because his sire was a hot horse. 
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76th Preakness: Outlook Cloudy 


Since the cat Hill Gail was out of the 
vay. some of the erstwhile mice among 
the 3-year-olds began to look like Preak- 
ness tigers. The Kentucky Derby winner 
was inactive because of a leg injury. in- 
troducing into the Preakness the elements 
of hepe and = speculation. Prior to the 
withdrawal of the Derby winner. the race 
had been regarded as a virtual certainty 
for Calumet Farm. 

Hill Gail’s withdrawal added consider- 
ably to the Preakness stature of Dixiana’s 
Sub Fleet. which had finished second to 
him in the Derby. and to the chances of 
Blue Man. third in the Derby. 

At mid-week it looked as if as many as 
a dozen horses would compete in Pimlico’s 
14.-mile feature. Besides Sub Fleet and 
Blue Man. which had been training well 
since the Derby. advance stories on the 
Preakness listed these horses as among 
the possible starters: the Cain Hoy Stable’s 
Armageddon. winner of the Withers 
Stakes: Suggested and Roaring Bull. from 
the Brookmeade Stable: Max Kahlbaum’s 
Jampol: Gustave S. Smith’s Handsome 


FEAR OF BITS. To hazard a guess as 

to the most potent single cause of nervous 
irascibility in horses. I would not hesitate 
a second in naming “bit-phobia.” By far 
the largest proportion of vicious malad- 
justment arises from trouble with the bit. 
There are many who will question this 
premise but I am certain that when the 
research is done. the bars of the mouth 
will be the inciting factor in all too many 
cases. The story Sam Hildreth told about 
Zev is a case in point. It seems that Zev 
developed a speed craze and just could 
not be rated. Earl Sande. who was just 
starting then. discovered that the horse 
had a definite perverse mental streak. 
When he took hold of him and tried to 
take him back. Zev set his jib and away 
he went. But if Sande shook him up and 
urged him on. Zev simply put on the 
brakes and came right back off the pace. 

Between Hildreth and Sande. they evolv- 
ed a sort of psychiatric treatment by re- 
versing the whole order of things and let 
the horse run the way he wanted to run. 
When they wanted to rate Zev off the 
pace. Sande simply shook him up and 
urged him on. When they wanted him to 
move up. all Sande had to do was set his 
feet on the dashboard and sing to him. 
You can judge by the records how success- 
ful this psychiatric treatment was. 

The important point to be learned from 
this case is that we must spend more 
thought in learning how the horse wants 
to run instead of packing more iron in 
the mouth to force him to run our way. 
Don’t ever forget that horses do not read 
the same books we do.

Most of the Preakness candidates 
took routine works on the Pimlico track, 
though six furlongs in 1:1235 by Blue 
Man and five furlongs for Sub Fleet in 
1:0245 were made the subject of com- 
ment. Armageddon got his last hard prep 
by winning the Withers mile in 1:37. 

But nothing that was done prior to the 
race made any of the probable starters look 
like a sure winner. The man who redec- 
erates the weather vane on top of the old 
Pimlico club house in honor of the Preak- 
ness winner laid in a full range of colors.

HILL GAIL’S STATUS 


Hill Gail. Calumet Farm’s Kentucky 
Derby winner, will be out of racing until 
fall, it was stated this week by Trainer 
Ben Jones. The son of Bull Lea has 
developed a small osselet on his left 
fore leg. and will be fired within a few 
days. At present he is at Churchill 
Downs. but he will be moved to Chicago 
after he is fired. Mr. Jones said. The 
trainer explained that the fired area 
will heal better in the cool weather 
that will prevail at Chicago for the next 
four weeks or so than if the colt re- 
mained in Kentucky during his con- 
valescence. 

There is only a slight leakage of 
fluid in the affected ankle, Mr. Jones 
said. and Hill Gail has “not taken a 
lame step.” but he considers it wise to 
let up on the colt now rather than keep 
him in training and risk the develop- 
ment of a more serious injury. Mr. 
Jones estimated that the colt would 
be inactive for about 90 days, but prob- 
ably would be able to race this fall. 
Hill Gail thus will have to pass up the 
part of his racing program that in- 
cluded the Preakness and the Belmont 
Stakes. the Arlington Classic, and the 
American Derby.

I am indebted to M. Jean Romanet, of 
Paris. France’s leading commentator on 
matters of Thoroughbred breeding, for 
sire statistics covering the 1951 flat-racing 
season in that country. Since M. Romanet 
has taken an interest in the average-earn- 
ings method of appraising breeding stock, 
he has gone to the considerable trouble 
of providing the number of runners rep- 
resenting each sire, as well as the number 
of winners and the earnings. 

The leading sires of 1951, according to 
the gross earnings of their offspring in 
France only, were as follows, including 
only those with totals of at least 10,000,000 
francs:

By totaling the figures furnished by 
M. Romanet | found that 3.521 horses 
raced in France last year, with earnings 
of 843.866.727 francs, an average per run- 
ner of 239.667 francs. This national aver- 
age per horse is taken as the base for cal- 
culating the average-earnings index. and 
is assigned an arbitrary value of 1. All 
comparisons are made against this stand- 
ard. 

The sire Maurepas. for instance, had 
18 runners in France in 1951. If each had 
earned exactly the national average their 
total would have been 4.314.000 frances, 
that is. an index of 1.00. indicating per- 


other countries. The foreign winnings are 
omitted here because they must be com. 
pared with the national average in the 
countries in which they were gained, and 
not with the average in France. 

Because of the extreme importance of 
a comparatively few classic races there js 
a pattern. slightly more pronounced in 
France than in the U. S., in which a few 
sires are credited with so much of the 
money that the great majority are left 
with earnings below the average expecta- 
tion. In 1951 the first five on the list of 
leading sires in France. as ranked by gross 
earnings. accounted for 18.7 per cent 
of the entire amount of money distributed 
in stakes and purses. In North America 
the leading five got only 7.2 per cent of 
the 1950 total. : 

This bulge at the top tends to crowd a 
slightly larger percentage of French sires 
into the below-average group. Nevertheless 
the distribution along the scale is strikingly 
similar to that in America. Of the 150 
sires with as many as eight starters in 
France in 1951. 108. or 72 per cent, had 
indexes below 1.00, as against 64 per cent 
in North America in 1950. Ten per cent 
of the French sires had indexes of 2.00 
or better and only 5 per cent of the 
American sires.

OBITUARY 


John Daniels 


John Daniels. 55. died of a heart attack 
at Inglewood. Calif.. on May 7. He had 
been in ill health since last December, but 
apparently was recovering. and expected 
to resume his work as a clocker for Daily 
Racing Form at Hollywood Park. 

Mr. Daniels entered racing in 1908. 
when he was 11 years old. He went from 
an orphanage in Brooklyn to Col. E. R.

For the last eight 
or ten years he had been a clocker with 
the Form. Survivors include his wife. the 
former Miss Gertrude Plageman.

Setting a new track record of 1:4045 for the mile 
and 70 yards, Spartan Valor won Garden State 
Park’s Valley Forge Handicap under the top weight 
of 130 pounds and without urging. The time was 
three-fifths of a second faster than the mark 
established by Ferd in 1951 under 124 pounds.

Crafty Admiral was 2% lengths in front 
of Tea-Maker. At 120 pounds, the top-weighted 
Tea-Maker was giving two pounds to the favorite 
Crafty Admiral and 12 pounds to the bottom- 
weighted Dark Peter. 

Dark Peter did not start as a 2-year-old. His 
first start was at three in a maiden claiming race 
at Monmouth Park, July 6, 1951. at a price of 
$4,000. He won that race and two others from five 
starts last year. In 1952 his only start previous to 
the Toboggan was in the Phoenix Handicap, in 
which he foreed the pace as Hill Gail equaled 
Keeneland’s track record of 1:10% for six fur-

Alan T. Clarke's Senator Joe, which usually 
breaks on top of his field. came from last place to 
win the inaugural running of Pimlico’s Primary Day 
Handicap. and established a new track record that 
is two-fifths faster than the 1:0625 which had stood 
since it was set by Adams Express in 1910. With 
four pounds less than the top-weighted Jess Linthi- 
cum, Senator Joe gave from two to 14 pounds to 
the other starters. The Primary Day Handicap re- 
portedly was changed from a Maryland-bred stakes 
to its present form so Alan Clarke’s Senator Joe 
would not be too much of a standout. When the 
change in conditions was announced, Breeder-Owner- 
Trainer Clarke remarked, “Tl win it anyway.” 

Repetoire raced the pacemaking Two Rainbows 
out of contention in the early running and took 
the lead as he turned into the stretch. For the 
drive to the wire, Hi Billee moved up beside Repe- 
toire, and Senator Joe came up on the outside. 
A head behind Senator Joe in the photo finish, 
Repetoire was a half length in front of Hi Billee, 
which had been impeded between the two leaders. 
A claim of foul against Senator Joe, lodged by 
Charles Burr who rode Hi Billee, was disallowed 
after the stewards looked at films of the race. 

Bred by his owner-trainer Alan T. Clarke. Senator 
Joe made 16 starts as a 2-year-old of 1950. and 
could have been claimed for $3,500. He won four 
races and ran third in the Maryland Futurity and 
the Bowie Breeders’ Stakes. At three he won the 
Laurel Spring Handicap, placed second in the W. 
P. Burch Memorial Handicap. and was third in 
the Laurel Stakes. From four starts in 1952. pre- 
vious to the Primary Day Handicap, the 4-year-old 
son of Alaking twice finished first, but was dis- 
qualified and placed second in one of those races. 

Bola Mowlee, Senator Joe's 
filly by Fritz Maisel in 1951, 
Alaking to foal this spring. Senator Joe is the first 
1952 stakes winner sired by Alaking, a son of 
Equipoise—Ancient Queen, by *Archaic. Purchased 
by Mrs. Edna G. Hulleoat from the C. E. Nelson 
dispersal last fall.

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The Strike at Sportsman’s: 
A Beachhead Was Established 


In Washington. D. C.. last October. the 
newly organized executive committee of 
the Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protective 
Association met at the Mayflower Hotel. 
Various matters affecting the horsemen’s 
position in racing were discussed. includ- 
horsemen

ing purse distribution, which 
and track managements often 
through different kinds of glasses. 

Joseph Kohout. vice president of the 
HBPA’s Illinois. Kentucky. and Nebraska 
Division. mentioned that at Arlington and 
Washington Parks last year. for example. 
the distribution had not measured up to 
the advertised amount. . . . Although 
the mutuel handle was up 11 per cent at 
those tracks. | Benjamin F.| Lindheimer 
|the executive director| gave away $168.- 
000 less than they advertised in their con- 
dition books. We’ve tried to get them to 
post the names of the horses entered in 
races which didn’t fill, and for which they 
substituted cheaper races than those they 
had advertised in the condition book, but 
we haven't been able to get them to do 
that.” 

One of the reasons that horsemen some- 
times have trouble getting purses adjusted 
after a meeting has started, if they think 
an adjustment is in order. is that in a few 
states the racing commissions have rules 
that tend to maintain the status quo after 
a meeting has started. Illinois has such a 
rule. stating in effect that once a meeting 
has begun. a horseman is bound to accept 
conditions that have been laid down in 
advance by the management. unless the 
hoard gets seven days notice in writing 
that certain matters are to be re-opened. 

This point had come up at the annual 
HBPA convention at Miami in February. 
J. A. Estes reported for THe BLoop-Horse 
that “horsemen agreed with the principle 
that no strike or other drastic action should 
be taken after a meeting has begun: ‘but 
sometimes.” said Kohout, ‘the management 
will absolutely refuse to meet with us 
before racing begins. and in such cases. 
if we have a genuine grievance. the only 
thing left for us is drastic action.’ ” 

Lest week the matter of purse distri- 
bution at a Chicago track was a peppery 
issue. Prior to the final six days of the 
I3-day spring meeting at Sportsman's 
Park. members of the HBPA had asked 
the track management to raise purses. 
Their request was based on the amount of 
money bet at the track. which they said 
would result in a gross profit of about 
$750.000 above the best previous season 
at the track since it had come under the 
management of William H. Johnston. The 


hersemen asked for 50 per cent of the 
track’s share of the pari-mutuel handle. 
Mr. Johnston replied (1) the horsemen 
had accepted the original conditions for 
the meeting. which established a minimum 
purse of $2.000 and a daily minimum purse 
distribution of $16.600: (2) purses had 
been increased to a daily total of $20.800: 
and (3) the horsemen had violated a con- 
tract by accepting stalls at the track with 
the knowledge that a schedule of $2.000 
and $16.600 would be followed. 

The horsemen stood firm. They entered 
in no races. For the last six days of its 
meeting. ending May 10. Sportsman’s Park 
was dark. 

The track management threatened law- 
suits against the horsemen to recover 
financial losses incurred during the strike. 
Management also appealed to the Tllinois 
Racing Board. The board followed the 
usual custom of boards in such cases and 
contented itself’ mainly with bemoaning 
the loss of revenue to the State. 

As the impasse continued, the dark days 
at Sportsman’s Park peeled off the calen- 
dar. one by one. The track lost its revenue 
and the horsemen lost their purses. But 
the situation at Sportsman’s Park had 
not eccurred in a vacuum. It carried potent 
imvlications for the other meetings to 
follow on the Illinois racing schedule. 

So while the horsemen were negotiating 
with Sportsman’s Park. their represent- 
atives also conferred with the management 
at Lincoln Fields. which was to open on 
Mav 12. At first the outlook for an agree- 
ment wasn’t too bright. but shortly after 
8 o'clock on the night of Sunday. May 11. 
the two groups settled on a purse sched- 
ule: a $2.500 minimum purse: a $24,500 
minimum daily distribution. which includes 
the added money in stakes: and a sliding 
scale of increases—$1.000 additional per 
day when the daily handle passes $750,000. 
plus another $1.000 for each $50.000 in- 
crease in pari-mutuel handle. It was also 
agreed that occasional races with $2.200 
purses could be scheduled for horses of 
low value. 

This settlement represented something 
less than the 50 per cent the horsemen 
bed asked of Sportsman’s Park. Under 
Illinois law. the major tracks deduct 14 
per cent from the pari-mutuel pools. Six 
per cent and half the breakage goes to the 
State. The track keeps 8 per cent and the 
remainder of the breakage. On a 50-50 
basis the daily purse distribution on a 
$750.000 mutuel handle would be 4 per 
cent. or $30.000. It was not made clear 
whether the horsemen had

On May 9. before the Sportsman's 
Park negotiations had finally stalled 
and while the Lincoln Fields settlement 
was pending. Spencer Drayton, execu- 
tive secretary of Thoroughbred Racing 
Associations. issued this statement on 
behalf of TRA directors. who were 
meeting at New York: “The directors 
of the TRA deplore the situation in the 
Chicago area whereby representatives 
of the HBPA have caused the cessation 
of racing because of last-minute de- 
mands contrary to previous under- 
standing. 

“It is the position of the directors 
of TRA that when a racing association 
has announced its purse distribution 
and when stalls have been allocated 
accordingly. the action of the horsemen 
in accepting and occupying stalls is a 
contract. and the horsemen are expect- 
ed to comply with such contract in good 
faith. The action of the horsemen under 
such circumstances. in causing a cessa- 
tion of racing. is a breach of contract 
and contrary to Section VIIL of the 
Code of Standards.” 

Section VIII states in part: “No mem- 
ber track of the Association shall per- 
mit encroachment by any individual. 
group. committee. or organization upon 
the functions of management.” This 
reference could not apply to Sports- 
man’s Park because it had been drop- 
ped by the TRA. And it has been re- 
jected by the horsemen, who were not 
parties to it in the first place. 


purses with Sportsman’s Park before the 
meeting, or if they had given the racing 
board the seven days notice required in 
case they wanted to alter the conditions 
of the meeting. It was the position of the 
Sportsman’s management that the accept- 
ance by the horsemen of stall reservations 
constituted a contract agreeing to the 
$16.600 minimum daily distribution. (In 
racing. “minimum” often means “maxi- 
mum” when applied to purses.) Counsel 
for the horsemen insisted that no contract 
existed. Whether this will be threshed out 
later remains to be seen. 

After the settlement with Lincoln Fields. 
Mr. Kohout acknowledged the assistance 
given him by the HBPA executive commit-

days. Early returns from Belmont suggest 
that the increase will continue there, and 
of course you already know that at Church- 
ill Downs the betting on Derby Day broke 
all previous records. It was alleged that 
the Derby was run before the biggest 
crowd it has ever drawn. I wouldn’t know; 
after you get stepped on so many times 
you get numb. But there’s every reason 
to expect one of racing’s biggest seasons 
in 1952. 


AGAIN. Several horses which once were 
in the spotlight contested the seventh race 
at Belmont last Saturday, but I could 
hardly say they added much to their 
reputations. One of my interests was C. V. 
Whitney’s Mameluke, which ran last in 
the Derby and Belmont Stakes last year. 
He did not run in the Preakness, or he 
might have got an award for winning the 
Triple Crown backward. After the Bel- 
mont he did not run again until late 
April of this year. when he won with a cer- 
tain brilliance at Churchill Downs. He 
ran back to his Derby form at Belmont. 
finishing sixth of eight, as favorite. 
Another in the race was Marlboro Stud’s 
Jet Master. once considered the best of 
last year’s 2-year-olds. He won the race, 
at six furlongs. finishing almost on the 
outside rail. Despite the victory. I think 
something is hurting him. 

The race marked the first appearance 
of Fred Hooper's *Olympic—now don’t 
mix him up with Olympia—which won in 
England but had not raced here before. 
He was a capable second, and I'd guess 
that something may be made of him.

tee and Dr. Harry W. Lindy. vice president 
of the Michigan Division of the horsemen’s 
organization. He also made special men- 
tion of the help rendered by Joseph Solari, 
personal attorney for Stuyvesant Peabody. 
chairman of the Illinois Racing Board, and 
hy Joseph Broderick. board secretary, who 
participated in discussions with the Lincoln 
Fields management. 

And with a glance at meetings farther 
along on the Illinois racing calendar. Mr.

Reaping Reward 
Fatally Injured 


At Mr. and Mrs. Howard Reineman’s 
Crown Crest Farm, at Lexington, on the 
night of May 8. the 18-year-old stallion 
Reaping Reward died of a concussion re- 
ceived earlier in the day when he collided 
with a fence while exercising in the pad- 
dock. Mr. and Mrs. Reineman had bought 
him and the stallion Coldstream from 
Henry H. Knight last October. Mr. Knight 
had acquired the horses earlier from E. EF. 
Dale Shaffer’s Coldstream Stud. Crown 
Crest Farm is a portion of the former 
Coldstream Stud, thus the son of *Sickle— 
Dustwhirl. by Sweep. ended his career 
where he had entered the stud in 1939. 


Reaping Reward was the third foal of 
the famous Dustwhirl. which also pro- 
duced Feudal Lord (stakes winner), Pan- 
oramic (dam of Honeymoon. Hemisphere. 
Pedigree. others). Whirlaway (stakes). 
Lost Horizon (dam of Whirlabout). Dust 
By. and others. He was bred by A. B. 
Hancock and was sold by him at Saratoga 
in the summer of 1935. He was bought 
by Mrs. Ethel V. Mars’ Milky Way Farm 
for $5.000. 

Under the handling of Trainer Bob Me- 
Garvey, who was in charge of the Milky 
Way horses. Reaping Reward won_ five 
races, including the United States Hotel 
Stakes. the New England Futurity. and 
the Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes. as a 
2-vear-old. At three he was third to War 
Admiral and Pompoon in the Kentucky 
Derby. and won the Latonia Derby. In the 
latter race. which was run at 114 miles. 
Reaping Reward ruptured a ligament in 
his left fore leg at the head of the stretch. 
while taking the lead. Despite the injury 
he lasted through the stretch drive to win 
by half a length over Eagle Pass. Efforts 
to return him to racing were not success- 
ful. and he was bought as a sire prospect 
by C. B. Shaffer. owner of Coldstream 
Stud. 


Under careful management. Reaping Re- 
ward developed into a leading. stallion. 
From 1944. when he had just three crops 
of foals at the races, through 1951 he was 
among the 20 leading sires each vear. In- 
complete statistics through 1951 show that 


he sired well over 130 winners which 


earned more than $3.000.000. From 1942. 
when his get began racing. through 1950. 
he had an average-earnings index figure of 
1.85. meaning that his offspring had won 
nearly twice the average during the years 
they raced.

The son of *Sickle had a full book for 
1952. it was reported by Al Cofield. man- 
ager of the horse department at Crown 
Crest. He had been bred to 30 mares at 
the time of his death. Burial was on the 
farm. in a plot where lies Rose Leaves, 
the dam of Bull Lea. 


Death of Forever Yours 


Shortly after he had learned of the death 
of Reaping Reward, which he had owned 
for a short while, Henry H. Knight faced 
the unpleasant job of notifying the press of 
the death of one of his favorite Thorough. 
breds. This was the 19-year-old gray mare 
Forever Yours. apple of Mr. Knight’s eye. 
(He was fond of saying: “There are two 
things I won't sell—Mrs. Knight and For- 
ever Yours.” ) 

Forever Yours was a gray daughter of 
Toro—* Winsome Way. by Tetratema, 
foaled in 1933 at A. B. Hancock’s Clai- 
borne Farm. She was sold in the Hancock 
sale at Saratoga in 1934 to Mrs. Ethel V. 
Mars’ Milky Way Farm for $3.600. She 
died at Mr. Knight’s Almahurst Farm, 
near Lexington, on May 10, 1952, of an in- 
ternal hemorrhage following the birth of 
a *Mahmoud filly. her 14th foal, the day 
before. She was the leading 2-year-old 
filly of 1935. winning the Spinaway Stakes 
and the Arlington Lassie Stakes. 

After her racing career had ended, Mrs. 
Mars retired Forever Yours to the stud and 
her February. Son Forever, 
Topsy. Your Reward. Mahmoudess (stakes 
winner). Eternal Reward (stakes winner). 
and Gala Forever (by Milky Way’s Ken- 
tucky Derby winner Gallahadion). By this 
time Mrs. Mars had retired from racing, 
and Mr. Knight had bought her breeding 
stock. which had been boarded at his farm. 
Subsequent foals from Forever Yours, in- 
cluding the stakes winner Steadfast, were 
bred by Mr. Knight. The produce of For- 
ever Yours won more than 60 races and 
more than $350,000. 

In the Almahurst Farm broodmare band 
are two daughters of Forever Yours— 
February and Topsy. both dams of win- 
ners. A yearling gray colt by *Goya II— 
Forever Yours will be sold in the Alma- 
hurst consignment at the 1952 Saratoga 
Sales.

Alfred G. Vanderbilt’s Native Dancer encountered 
no difficulty in providing his owner with a second 
stakes win in three days—Next Move had won the 
Firenze Handicap two days earlier—when he gallop- 
ed to a six-length victory in Jamaica’s Youthful 
Stakes. Racing on the inside, the son of Polyne- 
sian forced the early pace set by Jaclyn Stable’s Re- 
trouve. Approaching the stretch, Native Dancer took 
the lead as Retrouve dropped far back and Mrs. 
Vera S. Bragg’s Tribe moved from third to second. 
Tribe crossed the finish line with a two-length 
margin over the third-place horses. Joe W. Brown’s 
Mr. Midnight, which had been running just off the 
leaders, and Christopher T. Chenery’s Sugarfoot, 
which moved up from eleventh place, dead-heated 
for third money. 

In 1940, Mr. Vanderbilt bought the gray mare 
Miyako from A. H. Waterman, for whom she 
had won the Autumn Day Stakes and placed in 
three other stakes. Miyako, a daughter of the good 
producer La Chica (dam of El Chico and Chicuelo), 
produced three named foals at Sagamore Farm 


before dying in 1944. One of these foals was 
Geisha, which was a winner under the Vanderbilt 
red diamonds before being put to stud. Geisha’s 
only foal before Native Dancer was Orientation, 
by Questionnaire, which won in 1950 and 1951. 

Native Dancer was foaled March 27, 1950, at 
Dan W. Scott’s farm in Kentucky, where Geisha, 
owned by Mr. Vanderbilt, had been sent to be bred 
to Amphitheatre. Geisha foaled a chestnut colt by 
Amphitheatre on April 4, 1951, and was bred 
again to Polynesian. 

Making his first start April 19 in a maiden race 
at Jamaica, Native Dancer won by 4% lengths. 
That was his only race previous to the Youthful. 
Native Dancer is from the second crop of foals 
sired by Polynesian and is his first stakes winner 
of 1952. From Polynesian’s first crop of foals were 
the 1951 stakes winners Tonga and Thataway. 
Owned by Mrs. P. A. B. Widener II, Polynesian 
stands at Ira Drymon’s Gallaher Farm, Lexington.

A study by Mereworih of the dams of stakes win- 
ners for the five years, 1946-1950, revealed that dams of 
stakes winners ranked in this order: 


First choice—Stakes-winning mares and mares 
which had produced a stakes winner. Second—-Mares 
which were good winners. Third—Mares which were 
plain winners. Fourth—Unraced and non-winning 
mares, with practically no choice between these two 
groups. 


The Thoroughbred Record, in its issue of April 19, 
1952, presented a study of dams of 1951 stakes winners. 
Its study appeared to reveal, in general, the same facts 
the Mereworth five-year study had developed, but it 
added a few figures concerning relations. The Record 
summarized its study as follows: “If the filly is a win- 
ner, especially a stakes winner, and if she is a full sis- 
ter or half sister to a stakes victor, her chances of be- 
coming famous through the exploits of her offspring 
are well above average.” 


@ Fifty per cent of the dams of Mereworth’s 1952 yearling colts—13 of the 26-——are stakes winners and/or 
dams of stakes winners. This is the highest bracket in the Mereworth study. 


@ Ninety-two per cent—24 of the 26—are stakes winners, dams of stakes winners, sisters to stakes winners, 
or half sisters to stakes winners. (See Record summary above). 


@ The other two dams are young winning daughters of *Blenheim II and Bimelech, with the 1952 yearlings 
being their first foals. One is out of a stakes winner, the other out of a half sister to four stakes winners.
